On the way going down, we 
became acquainted with a family 
from Milwaukee, a real estate m ar 
with his wife, so when we landed at 
Jacksonville, his automobile was 
standing waiting for him at the sta­

to the same hotel where he stayed. 
We were well taken care of in Hot I 
Albert, .staying thoro four days. 
We then left by- bus for St. Au­ 
gustine, where Fort Marion is lo-, 
outed.

From there we went by bus tof 
Orlando, all the way 
down 
over 
paved roads. 
Every 
place 
we 
traveled, we found hard surfaced 
roads, well taken care of. Here we 
stayed about seven weeks, then we 
left for Tampa, staying 
several 
days and left for St, Petersburg. 
There we found wide streets, wide 
sidewalks, full of benches, all along 
main street and also some on side 
streets and a seating capacity for 
thousands in the main square, a 
park where an orchestra was giv­ 
ing a concert every afternoon and 
evening the whole season, free of 
charge to the tourists, amounting 
to an expense to the citizens of St. 
Petersburg to the amount of S45,- 
000 a season. 
This time we registered at the 
chamber of commerce, the newspa­ 
pers stated that 28,000 tourists had 
registered up to that time this sea­ 
son.

for

nests. 
Now, in regard to the three larg ­ 
est cities in Florida. 
Jacksonville 
has a population of 95,486; Tampa 
94.808 and Miami 71,419, according 
to the census of 1925. 
Statistics show7 that in the season 
of 1924 and ’25, the estimate 
of 
tourists visiting Florida was 1,283,- 
000. 
Now you may ask what is 
Florida, what grows there? So far 
we have heard very little of. Florida. 
As much as I have seen of Florida, 
it is a fine place to stay through the 
xv inter months. The climate is fine; 
sunshine, I might say, every day, 
as the newspaper stated, any day 
that the s ir, does not shine, 
we 
would get the paper free of charge; 
but we missed the free paper and 
we were glad of it, too. 
Florida was bought by the* United 
States from Spain in 1821, at a cost 
of 14 U c per acre, containing 58,666 
square miles or 35,000.000 acres, at 
a total sum of $50,000,000. Of this 
area there are 3,805 square miles of 
lakes, in all about 30,000 
lakes. 
Only about 2,000,000 acres are u n ­ 
der 
cultivation, 
and 
20,000,000 
acres which could be brought 
to 
bear crops, are undeveloped. 
Now you m ay say, 
w hat 
does 
Florida produce ? 
Her citrus fruit 
crop, that is oranges and 
grape­ 
fruit. last year, consisting of 21,- 
000,000 boxes, sold for enough 
to 
repay what the United States paid 
Spain for the whole territory, which 
she purchased, four times 
over, 
leaving a considerable m argin to 
spare. 
There were also 
shipped 
from the stat**, during that year, 
I Od,OOO car loads of other fruits. 
Iii one year. 5,000 Florida farm -j 
ers, put into the market $80,000,000 
of crops and the annual output of 
lumber, chiefly y ello w 
pine, 
is 
above $30,00(0,000, and they 
also 
tap the tree*-, by chipping off the I 
bark and gasher the sap to m anu­ 
facture turpentine.
